Cinco de mayo celebration 
a week long event at SAC

Over a hundred years ago, on May 5th 1862, a 
battle was being fought in Mexico which would 
prove to be very symbolic to Mexican history. 

The battle was that of Cinco de Mayo fought in 
the town of Pueblo Mexico. There 4000 French 
soldiers landed and prepared to take over the town 
with ease. France was, at the time, the greatest 
military power in the world, while Mexico was 
struggling with financial problems that left the 
country militarily paralyzed. 

The poor peasant country of Mexico, however, 
proved to be superior in defeating the world’s 
strongest country with only half the manpower 
that they had .It was for the Latinos, a very proud 
day. 

“Cinco de Mayo is not a celebration of Mexican 
independence,’ said Jose Espinosa, 
Mexican/ American Instructor at SAC. ‘Rather it 
represents a symbolic victory for the Mexicans, 
who were poor and unorganized, over the French 
or foreign invader, who were very strong and 
powerful.” 

Although, in the long run the French won the 
war, the fight at Pueblo proved to be a turning 
point in Mexican history. It proved to the rest of the 
world, as well as to Mexicans themselves, that 
they, Mexicans, were no longer going to be the 
passive peasant; that they had a right to govern 
their own country and they were going to fight for 
that right. Five years after Mexico lost its 
independence to the French they would once 
again regain it. This time it would never be lost 
again. 7 

Each year, in rememberance of the fight at 
Pueblo, Mexicans throughout their country, and 
those in the southwest, celebrate the great 
holiday of Cinco de Mayo with song, dance, food 
and drink. 

Here at SAC the holdiay will be remembered 
throughout the week of May 5th by the MECHA 


club. The organization on campus most concerned 
with Mexican culture. 

Through the time and effort sacrificed by 
Carmela Gonzales, chairperson for the program, 
and others, students at SAC, and people 
throughout the community, will be able to partake 
of a variety of films, lectures and cultural 
activities. . 

The program will begin on Monday, May 1 with 
a bilingual program entitled, “La Familia 
Moreno,”’ or what's happening in the Chicano 
family. 

Other activities include a short subject award 
winning film and a panel discussion on the Latin 
women on Tuesday. On Wednesday the Bakke 
decision will be discussed along with a slide 
presentation of Cinco de Mayo and the revolution 
of 1910. On Thursday there will be a California 
short bed truck exhibit and a band, ‘Nice ‘n’ Easy’ 
in the amphitheatre. On Friday, Cinco de Mayo 
day, the program includes a speech by Phil Montez 
of the Los Angeles Civil Rights Commission on

restaurant. 

“My hopes for the program are for a better 
understanding of the latino culture,”’ said 
Gonzales in talking about the celebration occuring 
at SAC. 

“We want to break the traditional stereotype of 
the chicano and let people know that we are more 
than just cultural entertainment,” she said. 

The MECHA club hopes for a large turnout 
throughout the week by SAC students and local 
residents.

The perils of alcohol on

Instead of reading, writing and arithmetic we 
could have beer, wine and passing out. Please 
beer with me with this Editorial, the intoxicating 
affects of the selling of alcohol being researched 
on campus Is getting rather nauseating. 

Well, its about time to quit kegging around, the 
issue here is concerned with the selling of beer 
and wine on campus, like that of Cal State 
Fullerton, UCI and San Luis Obispo among a whole 
six-pack of other institutes of HIGHER learning. 

Not meaning to make a case out of this 
fermented topic the major and probably the only 
reason beverages of the intoxicating, alcoholic 
type aren't allowed on campus according to Dr. 
Richard Sneed, SAC vice president of academic 
affairs is that, “State law prohibits the selling of 
intoxicants on the campuses of public schools, if it 
wasn't law we would probably have it “ 

el DON questions that law. Surely the average 
age of students on this campus is no lower than 
that of Cal State Fullerton. Perhaps community 
standards is the only difference. 

In a recent survey conducted on this campus by 
el DON. SAC students voiced a surprisingly 
negative attitude towards a campus pub. Most of 
them felt that having alcoholic beverages on 


academics 


campus would disrupt the learning experience. 
Yet, the beer and wine facility at CSUF has been 
met with overwhelming approval. 

It is these established standards that control the 
content of el DON advertising. 

When el DON investigated its right to advertise 
alcoholic beverages in the paper, it discovered that 
no law or written policy exists that governs the 
acceptance of liquor ads. 

However, it was suggested that a request be 
submitted through the different levels of 
administration in order to get an official ruling. 

Cries of prior restraint rang throughout the el 
DON offices. It seems that communinity 
standards inhibit even the financing of the college 
newspaper. 

It is these prevailing opinions that also prevent 
the establishment of a campus saloon. 

If by some chance these attitudes could be 
revised, SAC could offer an informal place for 
faculty and students to meet. If the appearance of a 
lounge on campus would signal riots, then the city 
of Santa Ana must be chaos. 

In other words, liquor has become an acceptible 
part of society. Even Readers Digest, famous for its 
exclusion of deviate advertisers, has begun to run 
advertisments for wine.

out the worst in me 


A lot of people have asked me about the 


‘ gobbledygook that was my column last week. 


Well, you see we, thatis, the el DON staff traveled 
to a State journalism convention in Monterey last 
weekend. So with my mind on Big Sur and God's 
coastline, an art statement was the best | could 
offer. 

The Journalism Association of Community 
Colleges (JACC) is a thriving organization and the 
competition runs keen at the annual convention. 
Needless to say, we didn’t win much, actually 
hardly any, but like every other JACC convention | 
have been to, it shed some light on our slowly 
dying situation. 

You see, SAC has no emphasis on journalism. 
We lose potential communications students to 
Cal-State Fullerton as well as Cypress, Orange 
Coast and Fullerton Colleges. What is left is non- 
journalism majors struggling to keep an old SAC 
tradition alive. 

There is an interpretation of the First 
Amendment which derives that once a free forum 
is established on a college campus that forum can 
never be censored or taken away; however, the 
constitution does not guarantee continued 
funding, journalism classes or expansion of the 
academic program. That is my dilemma. 

Scanning the minutes of the Faculty Senate 
meeting which convened on April 4, | noticed that 
they took issue with the factual content of an OCC, 
SAC comparison piece and refered it to the SAC 
publications board. 

First, why is that when an issue is brought up el 
DON is the last to know about it and Terry Bales is 
the ultimate spokesman even though the contents 
of the paper are solely the editors’ discretion? 
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Next, | really hate to bring up this sore point but 
there is no publications committee. How can a 
journalism program expect to survive when left 
out in right field to flounder on its own? Whatever 
happened to the support el DON once drew from 
the administration. 

Besides, if there was an _ established 
publications committee it could help expand the 
freedom of the students. 

el DON could bring to issue the fact that we 
have been advised not to run Mitchell Brothers 
advertising because SAC President John Johnson 
is a member of a community group busily 
suppressing them, or the fact that we were also 
told not to run an ad, submitted by our own 
national student advertising agency, for paraquat 
neutralizing spray which indiscreetly contained 
the word “stash.” 

If it was not for our advertising fund el DON 
would not have sent delegates to the JACC 
meeting or provided a Journalism Day. 

Further, if there was a publications board, 
according to their written standards, | would 
probably not be eligible to be editor. To me, that 
sounds like a convenient method to interrupt el 
DON whenever necessary. 

For instance, in an alleged case of factual 
content, | could be dumped and the next editor 
could be forced to run a retraction without ever 
resolving the fact that there was any 
misconstruing of information. 

| am not standing on a soap box screaming 
“hierarchy” | am positively bringing up weak 
points in the status quo of SAC’s journalism 
program, suggesting change and asking support

after nightly performances of 
the exhaustive set the past 
month on the road.

Much too often light shows 
distract from the musical 
content of a rock concert. Not so 
in the case of Genesis’ well- 
engineered, tightly knit light 
show. Utilizing mirrors and the 
customary laser “The Cinema 
Show” provided an appropriate 
opportunity to display its multi- 
colored full potential. 

Despte Hackett'’s exit, 
Genesis has remained the 
dynamic, potent, and energetic 
group that they have steadily 
gained a reputation for being. 
Rutherford didn't deliver 
anything beyond an adequate 
performance because of his new 
role as lead guitarist.
